RUSSIA’S STRENGTHENING. 
FORCES WELL CONCENTRATED.

BROWNS LOSE THEIR CASE.

OREGON WAGON ROAD GRANT. 
GOVERNMENT LOSES CASE. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRDSS~A.M.] 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—In an 

opinion by Justice Holmes, the United 

States Supreme Court today decided 

the long-pendimg case between the 


Oregon Land Company, involving the 
ownership of the land in the Klamath 
Indian reservation, in Oregon, which 
was claimed by the land company 
under the grant to the Oregon Military 
Central Wagon Road Company, made 
in 1864. The decision was favorable 
to the company and against the gov- 
ernment. There are 90,000 acres of

RECESS APPOINTMENTS. 
INFORMATION FOR SENATE.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The Secre- 
tary of War today sent to the Senate 
a communication regarding recess ap- 
pointments in response to a resolution 
calling for a list of officers of the army 
receiving such appointments between 
March 19, 1903, and November 9. 1903, 
and asking the status of such officers 
as failed of confirmation. The Secre- 
tary says the only information he has 
as to what officers failed of confirma- 
tion is derived from the Senate.

F. E. Gig- 
neux, Artillery Corps, promoted to the 
grade of first lieutenant, who resigned 
during recess and was out of the serv- 
ice when the Senate met, and uadron 
Sergent-Major Horace Biggins, Twelfth 
Cavalry, promoted to be second lieu- 
tenant of infantry. 

r. Hills says: “Commissions signed 
by the President were issued to all 
these officers of the character usually 
designated as ‘recess commissions,’ 
each of which specified ‘by the Presi- 
dent of the United States for the time 
being and until the end of the next 
session of the Senate, etc.’ A list of 
such officers as failed of confirmation 
during the special session of the Sen- 
ate, beginning November 9 and ending 
December 7, 1903, is inclosed. These of- 
ficers were reappointed December 7. 
1903; a copy of the President's order ap- 
pointing them follows the list. This 
order of appointment was followed by 
recess commissions dated December 7, 
1903. to all of these officers. 

These recess commissions were of 
the same character as issued during the 
recess period preceding November 9. 
1903, that is to say, to continue in force 
‘for the time being and until the end 
of the next session of the Senate.“

REGULAR SESSION.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1—SENATE.— 
In the Senate today, af(tr the routine 
business, Mr. Dietrich of Nebraska, ris- 
ing to a question of personal privilege, 
regarding the recent indictment against 
him in connection with the postoffice 
patronage in Nebraska, read a state- 
ment regarding the court proceedings 
and his acquittal on the ground that 
he was,not a United States Senator 
at the time his alleged malfeasance was 
said to have occurred. He says he 
felt an explanation was due the Senate 
to determine whether he is fit to sit tn 
the Senate. He offered a resolution 
authorizing the President pro tem. to 
appoint a committee of five to make a 
full investigation, and to report to the 
Senate concerning the charge and his 
acquittal. The charges related to the 
postoffice at Hastings, Neb., the ap- 
pointment of Jacob Fisher as postmas- 
ter and the selection of a building 
owned by Dietrich as a postoffice. Mr. 
Dietrich was charged with accepting a 
bribe, but the charge was disposed of 
by the courts in Nebraska without a 
full investigation having been had. 

Mr. Tillman of South Carolina sug- 
gested that the investigation should be 
conducted by the Committee on Privi- 
leges and Elections. He said’ the 
charges involVed the honor and in- 
tegrity of the Senator from Nebraska 
and his right to sit in the Senate. 

Mr. Burrows, chairman of the com- 
mittee mentioned, said he had investi- 
gated thoroughly the charges against 
Mr. Dietrich and had looked into pre- 
cedents in such cases, and such mat- 


mittee on Privileges and Elections, and 
he advised the adoption of the resolu- 
tion submitted.

In this connection, he discussed the 
part played by the republic of France 
in the Panama negotiations, saying 
that the United States had made in 
article 22 a surrender to fraud and 
iniquity, and it had done so under 
pressure from France. 

Discussing the terms of the treaty, 
Mr. Morgan deciared that in effect it 
had been made between the United 
States and the canal company, and he 
said the company could “afford to pay 
to Panama $10,000,000 of her winnt 
in a game which was without equal 
depravity.” 

Mr. Morgan traced the connection of 
M. Bunau-Varilla with the Panama 
revolution, and declared that, accordr 
ing to his own showing, Bunau-Varilla 
should be pronounced persona non 
urata in the United States. He as- 
serted that if a member of Congress 
were guilty of such conduct as Bu- 
nau-Varilla had been guilty of he 
would be made the subject of con- 
dign punishment.” He asserted that 
the new Panama Canal Company had 
never done an honest day's work on 
the canal, and declared that the in ; 
trusion of that company into the con- 
troversy was offensive and intolera- 
ble. 
“About this treaty.“ he went on, 
“there is an atmosphere of degrada- 
tion against which the people revolt.” 

Mr. Mo closed with a reference 
to his long advocacy of an isthmian 
canal and to the attitude of the South 
toward the cana] project, saying that 
section was still “unmoved by merce- 
nary temptations.”

PANAMA QUESTION AGAIN. 
THE ASSOCIATED 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.--A bill to re- 
lieve Vinzenzo Gerardi of the District 
of Columbia from the operation of the 
act restricting the ownership of real 
estate in the territories to American 
citizens was passed. A bill to prevent 
the docking of horses’ tails In the Dis- 
trict of Columbta was passed, after ec 
discussion as to whether the practice 
constitutes cruelty to animals. 

The House then took up the Diplo- 
matic and Consular Appropriation Bur 
After Mr. Hitt had explained the pro- 
visions of the bill, Mr. Thayer of Miss- 
achusetts addressed the House on the 
Panaina question.

Referring to the dissolution of the 
Colombian Congress October 31, h 
said: Ten days longer wait woul 
not have seemed an unwarranted de- 
lay to any but an impetuous and over- 
strenuous people. But our President 
is not a man to wait when- there 
be samething ‘a-doin.’ If this matter of 
having a canal at Panama was not 
settled before Congress convened, ten 
days later, the friends of the Nicar- 
agua route and the friends of other 
routes might be reinforced and mak- 
ing more trouble for the Panama route. 
Personally, the President was in favor 
of bullding the canal at Panama, and 
he was not unfriendly with the French 
company. He seemed anxious to im- 
press upon the American people that 
they had a strenuous man at the helm, 
who did not stop at trifies; one who 
would ride any kind of a broncho where 
others more cautious dare not tread.”’ 

Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio replied to Mr. 
Thayer in a vigorous defense of the 
administration's course in connection 
with the Panama situation. ' He said 


threadbare, “until it became odious 
to the ears and obnoxious to the nos- 
trils of the American people, it has 
been this endless and infernal iteration 
of a lot of platitudes about the recogni- 
tion ot the Panama Republic.” 

He said he could not reconcile the in- 
sistence of the President's critics that 
they favored a canal and that we must 


have one with their denunciations of 


the President. He declared that 99 out 
of every 100 people in the United 
States of America, except the Mug- 
wumps of Massachusetts, are unquali- 
fiediy and enthusiastically in approval 
of the course taken by the President of 
the United States in the matter of the 
Panama Canal, and said that if the 
President had not done just what he 
did do, the minority “would be resound- 
ing today with the abuse of the Presi- 
dent as belng unfit to represent a great 
nation upon a great question.” 

Mr. Thayer asked Mr. Grosvenor what 
newspaper of any standing justified the 
President in his course in recognising 
Panama in the way he did. 

Mr. Grosvenor asked what newspaper 
condemned it. 

Mr. Thayer said he would refer the 
gentleman to the statement made by 
the professors of Yale College. 

“Oh, my God!” said Mr. Grosvenor, 
amid laughter. 

Subsequently Mr. Grosvenor said that 
he had been informed that fifty pro-, 
fessors of Yale strongly indorsed the 
President's conduct.

ANNUAL REPORT OF GOV. TAFT 
AND THE COMMISSION.

Year of Much Suffering Among the 
People Because of Short Food 
Supply is Past—Ladrones and Dis- 
solute Americans Largely Sup- 
pressed. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 1.—The Presi- 
dent today sent to the Senate the an- 
nual report of the Philippine Commis- 
sion, including the report of the civil 
governor of the Philippines and the 
reports of heads of the executive de- 
partments for the period ended Decem- 
ber 23, 1903. The report of the com- 
mission contains a detailed statement 
by the Auditor for the islands of ex- 
penditures under the appropriations 
of $3,000,000 for the relief of distress in 
the islands. ee 

Gov. Taft says that the year was 
one ot much suffering among the peo- 
ple of the Philippines, on account of a 
short food supply, but that the worst 
fs passed. While he does not consider | 
the future as bright as it might be, he 
believes there is beginning an era in the 
history of the islands which, with the 
assistance of proper tariff reduction 
in the United States and proper navi- 
gation laws for the islands, will be one 
of decided material developments. 

Speaking of the conditions in the ts- 
lands, Gov. Taft says that at no time 
has there been less ladronism than 
when the report was written, December 
10, 1903. He refers to the fact. that on 
a dead ladrone a letter was found 
from Mabani, who had recently landed 
in the island from Guam, after taking 
the oath of allegiance, and says he 
sent for Mabani and ex surprise 
that so soon after taking the oath the 
Filipino should open communication 
with men in arms against the govern- 
ment. Mabani, he says, replied by send. 
ing a copy of a letter which he had 
sent to San Miguel, advising that it is 
better to endeavor to secure indepen- 
dence through the paths of e rath- 
er than by open warfare. eaid fur- 
ther, however, that he believed that 
so long as the Filipinos do not en- 
deavor to liberate themselves from 
their bonds, the period of their liberty 
will not arrive. Gov. Taft correspond- 
ed with Mabani, and in one letter 
thanked him for his interest in the 
maintenance of law and order in the 
islands. Within a few weeks after 
this correspondence, Mabani died of 
cholera. 

Speaking of the scouts with the con- 
stabulary, Gov. Taft says: in this 
country, it is politically most important 
that Filipinos should suppress Filipino 
and arrest Filipino out- 

ws.” 

One of the greatest obstacles with 
which the government has had to con- 
tend, he says, has been the presence 
of dissolute, drunken and tlawless 
Americans who are willing to aseso- 
clate with low Filipino women, and 
live on the proceeds of their labor. To 
rid the country of this class of Amer- 
icans, the commission passed what is 
known as the “Dissolute Americans 
and Vagrancy Acts. 

Gov. Taft reviews at length the ne- 
gotiations leading up to the present 
status of the friar-land settlement. He 
says he is officially informed that the 
number of friars in the islands is 246, 
as compared with 1103 in the figures 
given by the apostolic delegate in 1899. 
Gov. Taft says: “Whatever may hap- 
ren during the first few months of the 
coming of the American bishops, it“ is 
certain that the spirit of the American 
Catholic church is so different 
that of the Spanish church, from a 
political standpoint, that the influence 
of the Spanish friars will gradually 
wane and that of the American bish- 
ops become controlling, bringing about 
that which we #0 much desire—the 
Americanizing of the Roman Catholic 
church in the Philippines.”

Gov. Taft says political conditions 


en the islands make the time ripe for 
a period of reconstruction. Durin 
the next decade, railroad, canal an 
steamship companies, he says, should 
revolutionize the interior trade of the 
islands and should have a marked ef- 
fect upon the export trade. For this 
reason, he recommends that the Phil- 
ippine Commissicn be authorized, with 
the approval of the Secretary of War 
and the President, to enter into con- 
tracts with railroad companies to 
whom a franchise for the construe- 
tion of a road shall be given by which 
an income of not exceeding 4 per cent. 
and probably not exceeding 3 per cent. 
shall be guaranteed on the investment, 
the extent of which shall be fixed in 
the law. He says this method of 
financial encouragement is much to be 
preferred to the granting of lands or 
other forme of government subsidy. 
Concerning the cholera epidemic, 
which began in March, 1902, the report 
says the number of cases was more 
than 150,000, and the number of deaths 
more than 100,000. In Manila the epi- 
demic is decreasing, due to a better 
water supply. This remedy, it is be- 
lieved, finally will be the solution of 
the health problem. 

There has been a great Increase in 
school attendance in all the provinces 
but one.

of the population of school age, are re- 
ceiving public instruction.

Gov. says 
several million dollars could be well 
expended in the erection of large, airy 
and healthy schoolhouses, and that the 
number of teachers well might be 
multiplied by seven.

NOT A GOOD BILL. 

KNOX ON COMMERCE MEASURE. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 
WASHINGTON. Feb. 1.—Atty.-Gen. 
Knox, in answer to inquiries as to 
whether the bill recently introduced in 
the Senate to amend the interstate 
commerce and anti-trust laws so as to 
relieve foreign commerce from their 
operation and so as to enable con- 
tracts to be entered into in reasona lle 
restraint of commerce, was introduced 
with the knowledge and approval of 
the administration, replied: “Abso- 
lutely no.” Mr. Knox continued: 

“The amendment proposes to repeal 
the Interstate Commerce Law and the 
Anti-trust Law, so far as foreign com- 
merce is concerned. This would result 
in giving foreign commerce an ad- 
Vantage over our domestic commerce. 
By means of such a power, the tariff 
protection will be largely nullified. It 
is well known that the steamshtp com- 
pany and railroads have combined so 
that foreign c has been carried 
from Berlin to Chicago at rates 60 per 
cent. lower than similar goods made 


from Germany 
through to San Francisco at 
per cent. lower than was charged dy 
the railroad carrier on similar manu-

THE NEW FORESTRY. 


(SPRCLALLY CONTRIBUTED TO THE TIMES.) 
There are few men at Washington 
who are likely to leave a deeper or 
more lasting mark upon the country’s 
economic life than the young man who, 
five years ago, at the age of 33, became 
Forester of the United States. Presi- 
Gents, Cabinets and legislators come 
and go, but if Gifford Pinchot lives he 
may reasonably hope to devote the 
space of a generation to the important 
work he has in hand. And the nature of 
the work is,such that its influence will 
be felt for a thousand years to come. 

Mr. Pinchot was de'ii-erately educat- 
ed for the cureer in which he is now 
engaged. A native of Connecticut, he 
graduated from Yale in 1889 and then 
studied forestry in France, Germany. 
Switzerland and Austria. He began. his 
first systematic forest work in Bilt- 
more, N. C., in January, 1892, on the 
famous estate of George W. Vanderbilt, 
He also served as a member of the 
National Forest Commission, which 
drew the boundaries of the Cleveland 
forest reserves. He has been a lar 
contributor to the literature of the sub- 
ject which supplies his life work and 
has done much in this way to bring it 
home to the popular comprehension. 
He became forester under the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture on July 1, 1898, 
and has gradually perfected the organ- 
mation of a superb working force of 
young men which now covers the en- 
tire country. In the South and in the 
Adirondack region of New York his 
plans for scientific lumbering and re- 
forestation have been quite generally 
accepted by those engaged in the in- 
dustry. 

It is in the great mountain regions 
of the West, however, that Mr. Pin- 
chot finds his widest and most impor- 
tant field. There the relation of the 
forest to tne economic life of the entire 
community is much deeper and more 
far-reaching than anywhere else. The 

eservation of the forest is not mere- 

a question of a continued supply of 
timber in its raw and manufactured 
forms, but it is also a question of con- 
serving the water supply upon which 
agriculture and mi are directly, 


ning 
and all other kinds of business indi- 


rectly, dependent. And in the Far 
West the policy of scieritific forestry 
has had to contend with powerful op- 
position, for it is regarded as some- 
what revolutionary. Remote from large 
centers, sparsely populated and instinct 
with a spirit of enterprise which older 
sections can hardly appreciate, the Fa: 
West craved development and 
courted capital without the mest 
thoughtful regard for the Interests or 
posterity. The destruction of a tim red 
watershed, here and there, by wasteful 
lumbering has been regarded as the 
loss of only a drop from the full 
bucket of loca] resources, while the in- 
vestment of capital in mills, railroads 
and the employment of large amounts 
of labor has seemed a complete offset. 
The first step in the new plan was 
and setting aside of millions of acres as 
forest reserves. This excited intense op- 
position in many localities. It was con- 
tended that much land which had no 
value for the purpose was included 
within the reservations and that both 
grazing and the settlement of agricul- 
tural soil would be unreasonably inter- 
fered with in consequence. 
Mr. Pi:chot replied by sa that 
these bourdaties were only tentative 
and that when accurate lines are run 
all land not valuable for reserves will 
be excluded; further, that live stock 
will be allowed to graze in the re- 
serves under permits providing for the 
enforcement of reasonable regulations. 
There were many influential men 
who asserted that the forests are not 
valuable in conserving water supply 
and claimed that they absorb more w- 
ter than they save. Furthermore, they 
said that the forest grows again very 
quickly and that the brush which 
springs up almost as soon as the trees 
are cut holds the snow better than the 


of | forest itself. 


In answer to this formidable objec- 
tion, Mr. Pinchot pe that — 
who put it forth are e mply mistaken— 
that the exper’ence of all mankind 
shows that the forests do reguiate wie 
streams. This experience is definitely 
confirmed by loca] studies made in va- 
rious parts of the West and is conciue 
sively accepted by the highest authori- 
ties on the subject in the United States. 

But the most serious Jnisapprehen- 
sion was the notion that the setting 
apart of reserves, and the scientific 
methods of forestrv ‘tc follow, would 
end or lig curta'l the lumbering 
industry on freuntain watersheds. To 
this objection, the forester made the 
following nolalile reercnse: 

“I am not a preserver of trees. 1 ain 
a cutter-down of trecs. It is the es- 
sence of forestry to have trees har- 
vested when they are ripe and fol- 
lowed by successive crops. The human 
race is not destroyed because the in- 
dividual dies. Every individua! must 
die, but the race lives on. So every 
tree must die, but the forest will be ex- 
tended and multiplied. It by no means 
follows that the face of the land shall 
be denuded, so that ne character of 
the watershed shall be altered, with 
the resulting injury to streams and to 
—- lands dependent upon 
em. 

Is it not necessary. for the people to 
understand the real object of the new 
policy to appreciate the fact that it is 
really conservative of all the true 
economic interests of the country—of 
agriculture, of mining, of grazing and 
of lumbering itself, as well as of all 
the commercial Interests which depend 
upon the prosperity of these funda- 
mental industries. site 

There is inspiration in the work to 
which Gifford Pinchot has set his hand. 
He is not only aiming to establish a 
forestry system under which existing 
timber belts shall yield their product 
forever in regular crops, but to make 
trees spring into life where they have 
Gestroyed and even

There should be no serious 
dificulty about raising this amount 
in a city like Los Angeles, where there 
are so many intellectually benevolent 
and philanthropic citizens who are 
well endowed with this world’s goods. 
When a business man puts up an ex- 
pensive building, he does not think 
of omitting to insure it. In this, as 
in other American cities, there are 
thousands of boys growing up, many 
of whom are likely to drift into evil 
ways and become a charge on the 
community, if they are allowed to 
spend their leisure on fhe streets, 
in the poolrooms and in other dubious 
ways, falling into bad company. The 
work of the Young Men’s Christian 
Association is essentially an insurance 
against crime and criminals, and as 
such, the cost of carrying on its work 
might properly be regarded as a legi- 
timate public charge. However, we 
are not yet educated up to this point. 
Meanwhile, as we have said, there 
should be little difficulty experienced 
in inducing a sufficient number of pub- 
lic spirited citizens to subscribe from 
a hundred to one thousand dollars 
apiece, in order to raise the sum re- 
quired for the association's new home 
in Los Angeles.

“The steamers of the White 
Star and other lines,” continues the 
dispatch, are continually leaving 
Australian ports with full passenger 
lists, and nearly the whole of the pas- 
senger accommodation has been book- 
ed for several weeks to come. There 
has been a large influx of New South 
Wales and Victorian population into 
Western Australia. This is one of the 
immediate effects of socialistic labor 
legislation in the mother State and 
Victoria.” 


The boast is often made that in Aus- 


Victoria and New South Wales—is to 
be found the paradise of labor (mean- 
ing organized labor.) In a qualified 
sense there is some truth in the as- 
sertion. But if these States are the 
paradise of organized labor they are 
quite the reverse for all other classes 
of citizens. The labor unions have 
about everything their own way, and 
they are fast making the conditions so 
disagreeable for people who do not 
belong to their organizations that the 
country is being depopulated very rap- 
idly, and unless the present tendency 
be checked the industrial ruin of the 
country cannot long be delayed. 


“The people who are leaving Aus- 
tralia,” says the dispatch above 
quoted, “are no mére birds of passage. 
They are mostly a class who have 
been born or long settled in Australia, 
many being steady, competent trades- 
men; not a few belonging to the ranks 
of master craftsmen, others being pas- 
toralists, farmers, station hands—in 
fact, the very men of which the com- 
monwealth stands in most need.” 
Hardly any trade-unionists are leaving 
the country. Under the prevailing 
order of things the non-unionists have 
no place in Australia. “The New 
South Wales industrial arbitration

“Only within the last two or three 
days a deputation waited on a mem- 
ber of the State ministry in place of 
the State Premier, who was absent, to 
ask that the manufacture of wire net- 
ting might be included in the list of 
State industries, and received a sym- 
pathetic reply. If a State wire netting 
factory is established, all the private 
works must be closed. It is the same 
with the docks. Private enterprise is 
ready to supply the port of Newcastle 
with some dock accommodation ur- 
gently required, but the Socitlist labor 
party insists that it shall be provided 
at the cost of the State, and when it 
is pointed out that further State loans 
will be difficult to obtain, the reply is: 
‘Increase the taxation on capital.’ No 
wonder the capitalist as well as the 
laborer is anxious to leave a country 
in which they are treated as enemies 
of the public welfare. 

“As Mr. Reid, leader of the Federal 
opposition lately pointed out, Aus- 
tralia is the only new country in the 
world which is not attracting popula- 
tion. Between 1861 and 1891 the addi- 
tions to the Australian population had 
been between 700,000 and 800,000, but 
during the last ten years the excess 
of arrivals over departures bad been 
only 5000. At this rate of progress it 
would take 1200 years to reach the 
level attained ten years ago. In the 
one State, Victoria, where there had 
been the most legislation to make the 
one State in 
which there had been all these efforts 
to do justice to the working people, 
wage boards and taxes to promote co- 
lonial industries and so on, people 
hac cleared out of it more extensively 
than they had out of the other fivd 
States. In the last ten years Victoria 
had lost 110,000 people. : 

“The root of the difficulty is to be 
found in the system of payment of 
members, which has assisted in the 
creation of a low-class type of profes- 
sional politician, men of the Hyde 
Park demagogue species, who are 
rushed into the Federal and State Par- 
liaments by the votes of the mob, 
manhood suffrage being the rule in all 
the States in which adult suffrage bas 
not ‘been adopted. Fancy the rag-tag 
and bobtail of London aiding in the re- 
turn of members of the various m-tro- 
politan constituencies. Yet that is 
what takes place in Australia. Hence 
the heavy State borrowings of the last 
few years and the boast of the New 
South Wales Minister for Works that 
he has expended five millions in pro- 
viding employment for the State work- 
ers. It is a most disquieting condi- 
tion of affairs. 

“No wonder that the rule of Mr. Ir- 
vine .was welcomed in Victoria as a 
factor in lessening the power of the 
Socialist labor party; but much of his 
work is neutralized by the subser- 
viency of the Federal Prime Minister, 
Sir Edmund Barton, and the New 
South Wales -Premier, Sir John See, 
to the very class which, headed by 
men like Tom Mann, denounce the 
‘Victorian Premier as the arch enemy 
of freedom and industrial progress.” 

From the foregoing it is conclusively 
shown that Australia is a good coun- 
try to stay away from, so long as the 


present order of things continue. New 


South Wales and Victoria are espe- 
cially to be avoided because of condi- 
tions which make life intolerable t. 
independent citizens who prefer to be 
free to work out their destinies in 
their own way, rather than to place 
themselves under the domination of a 
gang of irresponsible labor bosses. 
Such domination will inevitably de- 
stroy the prosperity and retard the 
progress of any country if it be allowed 
to prevail. The people of the United 
States have a striking object lesson, 
in Australia, of some things which 
they should avoid at all hazards if they 
wish to retain the freedom which they 
have bought so dearly. 


EMOCRATS AND COLOMBIA. 
The opposition among Democratic 

Senators to the Panama Canal treaty 
seems to be steadily petering out, 
and it now appears almost certain that 
when the treaty comes to a vote in 
the Senate, it will receive considerably 
more than the two-thirds majority nec- 
essary to assure its ratification. 

Several of the Democratic Senators 
who were counted on to oppose the 
treaty (but who are really in favor 
of it, party discipline aside) are evi- 
dently trying to find some way of 
“letting themselves down easy,” when 
the time comes to vote upon the 
treaty. A resolution was brought be- 
fore the Democratic senatorial caucus, 
two or three days ago, pledging the 
Democratic Senators to vote for the 
treaty if some provision were made 
for compensating Colombia for the 
loss of her territory. The resolution 
was not adopted, but it was strongly 
supported, Indicating a desire on the 
part of a number of Democratic Sen- 
ators to find some plausible excuse 
for casting their votes for the treaty 
at the proper time. 

As for compensating Colombia, the

DELLAGIOVANA DYING. 


Not Likely to be Tried In Courts of 
Eerth on Shocking Charge of 
immoral Trafficking. 

The probabilities are that the charge 
against Jules Dellagiovana of bringing 
the seventeen-year-old girl, Adolphine 
Babut, into the United States for the 
purpose of compelling her to lead a 
life of prostitution, will not be pressed 
to a conclusion. 

Dellagiovana is about, it is said, to 
take his case to an immediate hearing 
in the court of last resort—he is dying.

Local bookmakers pungled 
up the smaller part of it; layers in Hot 
Springs and other Eastern poolroom 
centers paid most of the loss; and now 
a characteristic roar may be expecte.! 
from Jim O'Leary, who for a “mil- 
Hon-dollar book maker whbdse opera- 
tions ramify all over the country,” 
makes a dreadful noise when a “kill- 
ing” is made on him. 

Flamero in the first, Invictus in the 
third and Dollie Weithoff in the final 
event carried ‘Pittsburgh Phil's“ 
money; on the first he lost, but the 
others made good and a fortune be- 
sides. His heaviest betting was done 
on Dollie in the final event, and his 
clean-up on the days operations here 
and elsewhere is variously estimated 
from $35,000 to $50,000 by men in the 
ring who were in a position to know. 
This sets a new record in local betting. 
Another new track record for seven 
furlongs was hung up also yesterday 
in the fourth race when Paul Whaley 
carried a high-class feld a riotous run 
at top speed in 1:27 flat, reducing the 
best previous time for seven-eighths 
three-quarters of a second. The track

Mr. Irvine believes in giving more pow- 
er to few individuals in office and then 
of holding them responsible for good 
government, and he especially recum- 
mends limiting the time of franchises 
granted to corporations. 

The power of recall as it exists in Los 
Angeles is a great safeguard, in Mr. Ir- 
vine's opinion, in the hands of any pvo.- 
ple, and the State of California he re- 
gards as particularly fortunate in its 
Constitution, In that it is favorable to 
good government.

A HUNDRED 
YEARS OF LIFE. 


Elizabeth Brogett Jones 
Rounds Out Century. 


Time Has Dealt Tenderly 
With Rare Woman, 


— — 


Her Mental Faculties Are 
Still Unimpaired. 


With the passing of today Mrs. Eliz- 
abeth Brogett Jones, of this city, in 
full possession of her mental faculties, 
rounds out a century of useful life. 
Just 100 years ago at Oxford; Green 
county, N. V., she was born. In her 
girlhood and womanhood her consitu- 
tion was not considered rugged nor 
was she possessed of average health.

a general massacre, by the killing of 
the chief by Mr. Rose, Mrs. Jones 
was seriously and painfully wounded 
by a poisoned arrow driven through 
her wrist, while her son was so se- 
riously hurt that he was totally dis- 
abled for several months. 

About fifteen men were killed and 
many others injured, while all of the 
stock except two ponies and a yoke of 
oxen, witn all the wagons, save one, 
and nearly all of the food supply, 
were lost in this conflict. Late in the 
night, after burying its dead and car- 
ing for its wounded, the sad rem- 
nant of this heroic company took up 
its weary course eastward, across the 
sandy waste of Arizona and New 
Mexico. With the utmost precaution 
they secreted by day and 
moved by night; tl wagon serving 
as an ambulance for the wounded, the 
ponies being ridden by Mrs. Jones and 
Mrs. «ose, waile Mr. Rose walked the 
ente distance back to Santa Fé In 
tnat trying o deal of eight weeks Mrs. 
Jones exhibited that intrepid fortitude 
which has been a distinguishing char- 
acteristic of her personality through- 
out life which, doubtless, has strongly 
determinea her longevity. For the last

Notwithstanding this disadvantage, 
however, her life bas been free from 
serious illness with the single excep- 
tion of a stroke of apoplexy, which 
she suffered at the age of ninety years. 
Today she enjoys the unimpaired use 
of her five senses save, alone, that of 
sight, which has dimmed. 

Mrs. Jones comes of Dutch stock, 
her urst American ancestor having ar- 
rived in this country early in the co- 
lonial period. Of all the stirring 
events of our nation’s life within the 
past hundred years Mrs. Jones bas 


been a witness, always with well- 


grounded opinions, and in all of it she 
has played a woman's important part. 
An omnivorous reader and careful 
writer she bas kept in close touch with 
current events and has augmented a 
clever wit and clear insight by wide 
study of every branch of literature. 
The settlement of the West, the Mex- 
ican and Civil Wars, the tramp across 
the plains, the early settlement of 
California and the development of its 
industrial and social life have all 
transpired within the easy reach of her 
memory. She recalls these epoch- 


marking events readily and familiarly | 


and knows the men and measures of 
our national life as she does of the 
features of her children. Mrs. Jones 
lived at her birthplace until 1816, at 
which time, as a girl of twelve, the 
family moved to Iowa. There, in 1824, 
she married Judge Ezra Jones, a man 
of unusual scholarly attainment for 
his time and a successful and widely- 
respected lawyer. Eight children were 
born of this marriage, Judge Jones 
surviving until 1884, at which time 
he died in California. 


CROSSING THE PLAINS. 
Mrs. Jones did not learn the story 


| of hardsh.p and peril attendant upon 


traversing the plains in the fifties at 
second hand. Its battles with mur- 
derous Indians, its weary marches, its 
starvation and death were all a part 
of ner personal observation and ex- 
perience. Few, if any, of the long list 
of tragedies of that eventful period 
excell in thrilling bravery, murder- 
ous savagery, and human suffering. 
alike to women and men, the terrible 
experiences of the company of which 
she was a part. 

In 1848 her daughter, Amanda, mar- 
ried Leonard . Rose, whose honored 
name is now conspicuously identified 
with the industrial and political life 
of California. In 1857 Mr. Rose or- 
ganized a company at Westport, Mo., 
to traverse the plains to California. 
In May of that year he set out at 
the head of an expedition numbering 
forty-two, men and women, of which 
Mrs. Jones, Judge Jones, her daugh- 


ter, Mrs. Rose, and a son, were a part. | 


.ae expedition was equipped with 
sixteen teams and a full complement 
of tood, clothing, utensils, guns and 
ammunition. Besides these Mr. Rose 
took some valuable breeding animals 
which he intended introducing in this 
State. Tne company traversed the 
Beal route, west of Albuquerque, un- 
der the direction of a government 
guide by the name of Savedra. On 
the evening of August 27 they arrived 
at the Colorado River and encam 
for the night, intending to remain 
several aays for rest and repairs. 
SURPRISED BY INDIANS. 
Almost immediately they were at- 
tacked by an overwhelming number 
of Mojave Indians, some of whom had 
given trouble from Peachtree Springs, 
west of the river. In the terrible fight 
which ensued Mrs. Jones protected the 
chiluren against the poisoned arms of 
the redskins by concealing them be- 
hind pillows and other clothing, at the 
Same time preparing ammunition for 


destination shoeless, ragged and al- 
most starved.

The prisoner is a ranch hand named 
K. Yukawa.

For a long time they could not get 
the slightest clew to the crime. Then 
the Japs began to talk. They began 
to talk all at once, as though by sig- 
nal. What set them talking was an 
arrest. It was the arrest of one of 
their own number. 


Yukawa claims that he is the scape- 
goat of a conspiracy. He has no lawyer

examination, he asserted that he was 
in Los Angeles at the time of the 
stabbing, and knew nothing about it. 

It was a very severe stabbing affray.

Yukawa wanted to be foreman him- 
self instead of Tsutsumi.

The California Hospital must lace 
a fire escape at the south end the 
east wing, put suspended metal ceil- 
ing Over the boiler in the basement and 
substitute rigid for cord wiring.

OIL REFINERY. 
LEGAL OPINION ASKED. 

Councilman McAleer carriéd his fight 
against the plant of the Union Consol- 
idated Oil Refining Company in the 
Firet Ward upon the floor of the Coun- 
cil yesterday. He said that the people 
of his ward were suffering from the 
fumes and odors of the plant and that 
legal action should be taken to abate 
the nuisance. 

McAleer spoke with much feeling. He 
declared that property was depreciat- 
ing, building was at a standstill, and 
that other bad effects had followed the 
upbullding of the refinery. He asked 
the Council to help him compel the 
company to move the plant elsewhere. 

Attorney Rusk’ Harris said that the 
company had expended $4000 or over 
along the lines suggested by the super- 
intendent of the water department, and 
the Health Officer in order to make 
the plant safe and unobjectionabie. 
He said the plant produced the least 
offensive odors, and was less danger- 
ous to health than any other refinery 
in the city. 

The refinery is situated on the south 
bank of the Arroyo Seco and some 
months ago it was asserted that the 
tanks of refined oil were a menace to 
the water supply, as, in the event of an 
explosion, escaping oll would sink into 
the sand and eventually reach the wa- 
.ter-bearing levels. At the suggestion 
of the city authorities the company 


tanks and made other cagnges. 

Yesterday McAleer asse that these 
basins were of inferior workmanship, 
that the cement had cracked and that 
they afforded but slight protection to 
the water supply. The odors, he main- 
tained, were still objectionable. 

McAleer again made the point that 
the refinery is located outside the dis- 
trict set apart for refineries, and, there- 
fore, is operated without legal right. 

Councilman Nofziger said that it 
should not be forgotten that the com- 
pany had invested upwards of $250,000 
in the plant; that the enterprise was 
one that should be fostered by the city, 
and that the location was seemingly as 
well suited to the purpose as any in 
the city. 

After much further discussion of the 
right of the refinery to operate, and a 
demand on the part of several Council- 
men for a report from the superintend- 
ent of the water department and the 
Health officer as to present conditions, 
the entire question was referred to the 
City Attorney with the request that 
he give an opinion at the next session 
regarding the legal status of the plant. 


OFF FOR MEXICO. 
MAYOR TAKES A TRIP. 


Mayor Snyder is going to Mexico. He 
has made all arrangements and will 
leave suddenly next Thursday morning. 
What is more, the Mayor will go in a 
private car.

With the possible exception of the 
change of grade on Temple street the 
plan to widen San Pedro street north 
of Fifth street is the most time-hon- 
ored subject that ever came before the 
Council. It is fairly hoary with age. 
For the last eighteen years the open- 
ing and widening of this street hus 
been before the City Council, it is said. 
It has been debated, discussed, ar- 
gued and fought about regularly, week 
after week, for months and months. 
This time the Council thought the 
opening and widening proceedings were 
going through. But, no! A delegation 
of indignant citizens appeared yester- 
day, there was more discussion, a vote 
was taken and all proceedings aban- 
doned. 
The property owners will have to 
pay the costs of the advertising.

Mrs. S. M. Maxwell and Edward Max- 
well began a damage sult yesterday 
against the Pacific Electric Company, 
because a transfer from the Main-street 
car to the East Ninth-street car was 
refused her, and she was ejected 
from the Ninth-street car. The 
filling of this suit marks the beginning 


Committee, and within the week a 
number of other suits are to be com- 
menced, some of which will be filed by 
the committee in its own behalf for the 
purpose of thoroughly testing the ques- 
tion now raised. 

This Maxwell suit is different in its 
nature, if not in effect, from the suit 
begun last Saturday against the Los 
Angeles Railway Company. That he- 
tion was begun under the State 
law Which prohibits street rail- 
way companies from charging more 
than one fare over their own lines or 
connections, and attaches a penalty. 
The present suit is being prosecuted un- 
der the ordinance granting the fran- 
chise to the defendant's predecessors 
in interest. 

In the complaint a copy is set up of 
the East Ninth-street franchise, which 
was granted to James C. Kays and his 
assigns in 1897, and ‘subsequently as- 
signed to the s Angeles Railway 
Company, this latter company ope:at- 
ing a street railway over the ground 
up to January 1, 1904. 

It is alleged that the Los Angeles 
Rallway Company assigned the fran- 
chise to the Pacific Electric Compuiny, 
and that since January 1 of the p-es- 
ent year that company has been ober- 
ating cars over the iine; that while 
the Los Angeles Railway Company was 
operating under that franchise it in- 
terchanged transfers between cars 
operating detween First and Ninth 
streets. Mrs. Maxwell boardéd a car 
at the corner of First and Spring 
streets and paid the fare demandea, 
and requested the conductor to give 
her a transfer to the East Ninth-street 
car. Her request was refused and upon 
arriving at the intersection of Main 
and Ninth streets she alighted and 
boarded an East Ninth-street car and 
awaited developments. They were not 
long coming. 

The conductor asked for her fare, 
and then Mrs. Maxwell proceeded to 
tell him that she had already paid her 
fare on the other car and had been re- 
fused a tranefer. The conductor was 
not splitting hairs and demanded her 
fare, refusing to allow her to ride un- 
less she paid the second nickel. The 
result was that Mrs. Maxwell was 
ejected from the car. 

Mrs. Maxwell now contends that as a 
matter of fact the Pacific Electric 
Company is operating and controlling 
the Los Angeles Railway Company; 
that a majority and substantially all 
of the capital stock of the Los An- 
geles Railway Company is owned by 
the directors and stockholders of the 
Pacific Electric Company, and that the 
management of the Los Angeles Rail- 
way Company's lines is nominal only, 
being actually and in reality operated 
and controlled by the Pacific Electric 
Company.

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TO LONG BEACH. 
AGITATING FOR BOULEVARD. | 

The desire for good roads and at- | 
tractive boulevards is in the air. The 
people of the county have been inoc- 
ulated with the good-road virus, and

vard.

Th r 2 * 
people who desire to spin do to the 
ocean the boulevard idea must be at- 
tractive, and the Autumobile Club of 
this city is a very important coaajutor 
in any scheme of this kind.

ONE UNMUFFLED EXHAUST. 

NORWALK, Feb. 1.—The strident 
noise of a pumping plant exhaust has 
divided the town and is now bringing 
the divisions together again. At the 
town's northwesterly portal, beyond 
which lies a broad agricultural area, is 
the local pumping plant of the Union 
Oil Company. The plant is a part of 
the company’s pipe line stretching from 
the Whittier and Fullerton oil flelds 
to the port of San Pedro.

Gradually 
many of them have grown accustomed 
to it and are disturbed by the uncom- 
mon silence when the plant is tem- 
porarily shut down. According to the 
veracious accounts of Aunt Eliza Jane 
and Spinster Minerva concerning Uncle 
Reuben and Grandpag Hezekiah those 
masculine eldest inhabitants have 
grown into the habit of regulating their 
snores by the beats of the ekhaust.

man would freely admit that she rented 


a crib fronting on Ballerino court in 
the very toughest precinct of Los An- 
geles; that she followed the business 
of a prostitute there, openly, and that 
she paid the rent to Ballerino, or his 
agent, Wiot. But her memory failed 
her sadly on those points. 

She did admit that she occupied the 
crib in question for two weeks, but 
testified that she rented it of a woman 
known as German Rosa,“ to whom 
she paid a rental of $3.50 a week. She 
used the place merely for living and 
sleeping quarters, and did not have 
any “gentleman eallers” during the 


two weeks she lived there. 


This astounding testimony nettled 
Mr. Beebe very much and he began a 
line of questioning tending to impeach 
her veracity. Counsel for the defense 
objected to this, claiming that Mr. 
Beebe had no right to ask any ques- 
tions of his own witness tending to in- 
criminate herself or to cause her un 
due humiliation. 

Beebe retorted: “She appears to be 
your witness more than mine.“ 

He frankly admitted that the testi- 
mony of the witness was so disappoint- 
ing to the prosecution that he pur- 
posed to impeach it. : 

Maj. Bell wanted the court to in- 
struct the witness that she need not 
answer any questions tending to de- 
grade her character, but the court de- 
clined, and gave Beebe free rein to 
impeach the witness. 

Mr. Beebe stated that he would prove 
that the woman did pay rent to Wiot; 
that she had living quarters on Com- 
mercial street all the while she had 
use of the Ballerino crib, and that she 
did receive visits from men at the lat- 
ter place. This brought forth another 
storm of objections from counsel for 
the defense, and Justice Austin de- 
nied a motion to strike Mr. Beebe's 
remarks from the record, but instruct- 
ed the jury that the remarks of coun- 
sel were only for the consideration of 
the court. 

By dogged probing and questioning 
Mr. Beebe at length got his witness to 
admit that she did pay her second 
week's rent to Wiot, and that she did 
receive visits from men while occupy- 
ing the crib, but they were personal 
friends of hers. She said she did not 
like to tell how she passed the time in 
the crib, but on being pressed for an 
answer, stated that she sewed and read 
a good portion of the time. She only 
knew Ballerino and Wiot by sight, and 
did not know what their business was. 

Her memory was also 80 bad that 
she could not identify photographs of 
the quarters she had occupied and the 
surroundings.

GUILLOT HELD FOR MURDER 
BECAUSE HB REFUSED DRINK. 
Ramon Diaz lost his life in attempt- 

ing to force a drink down a man's 
throat against his will. 

That appears to be the line of de- 
fense mapped out for Rafael Gillot, 
who must stand trial on the charge of 
murder in the first degree on account 
of the killing of Diaz. 

The preliminary examination of Gull- 
lot, before Justice Chambers yesterday 
afternoon, shed no light on the cause 
of the tragedy except the faint glim- 
mer contained in the testimony of Mi- 
chael Echhart, a witness subpoenaed 
by the prosecution, but put on the 
stand for the defense. 

Echhart testified that on the night 
of the shooting, January 15, Diaz was 
drinking in Clavere's saloon on Aliso 
street, where Echhart was employed as 
barkeeper. Diaz was intoxicated and 
looking for trouble when Guillot enter- 
ed the saloon and ordered a drink. 
Diaz invited him to drink with him, but 
Guillot twice refused and left the sa- 
loon, saying he had enough drinks for 
one night. Diaz followed him to the 
street, remarking as he went that 
he was going to bring Guillot back 
and make him drink. 

Soon after they reached the side- 
walk a shot was fired, but what oc- 
curred between the two men to provoke 
the shooting, none of the witnesses 
were able to state. 

The tragedy occurred directly oppos- 
ite the Aliso street engine-house, and 
was witnessed by two firemen, Patroi- 
man Boaz and a few other persons who 
happened to be near by, but all they 
knew about the affair was that they 
heard the men talking in an excited 
way in front of the saloon, but could 
not distinguish what they said; then 
came a report and the flash of a pistoi, 
and when the witnesses closed in to 
see what had happened, Guillot was 
standing by with a smoking pistol in 
his hand, while Diaz lay on the pave- 
ment with a mortal wound in his 
abdomen. 

Before Diaz died in the hospital, he 
gaid Guillot shot him because he re- 
fused to lend him money. There was 
no confirmation of this statement at 
the preliminary hearing. 

Attorney Allender, who is defending 
Guillot, moved to dismiss the com- 
plaint, after Echhart, who was the 
the last witness called, had testified, 
but the court held the defendant to an- 
ewer, without ball.

MUNICIPAL LEAGUE 
GATES AND MAKES REPORT. 
— 


City Secures in Labor Several 
Times Amount of Cost—Work 
Well Done — Some Suggestions 
Are Offered by the League. 


Recent discussions in meetings of 
the City Council of the cost and effi- 
ciency of the “chain gang has re- 
sulted in a careful investigation of the 
subject by the Municipal League. The 
investigation was made at the request 
of several city officers and also of 
members of the league, and its report 
was submitted yesterday. ; 

Taking up the matter of amount of 
work performed, iis expense and 
profit or loss to the city, the report 
recites that during the last two weeks 
the chain gang's work was inspected 
Trom time to time by a trusted repre- 
sentative of the league, who on sev- 
eral occasions spent nearly the whole 
day with them. He gave it as his 
judgment that the prisoners perform 
fully as much toil as the average gang 
of laborers working on railways; all 
men and all teams are kept steadily 
employed; they work full eight hours; 
the captain of the chain gang seems 
to know how to plan the work to get 
best results. 

FIGURES ON COST. 

Most of the work done is in ex- 
en vating and filling. Selecting four av- 
(rage instances, to wit, the Boyle-ave- 
nue cut with the Seventh-street fill, 
the work at the Highland Park en- 
| gine-house, the filling of the Rosedale 
school lot, and the Summit-avenue 
fill, the league finds that the very 
least it could be done for under the 
most favorable conditions would be 
$3500, whereas the -totad cost to the 
city of the chain gang during the pe- 
riod when it was at work on these joba 
was $2700. The estimate of cost to the 
city includes teams, drivers and tools. 
As teams and drivers must earn their 
own cost, the real cost to the city of 
the laborers in the chain gang is what 
is paid for their guards and captain 
and miscellaneous expenses. The city 
expends 35 cents a day in using each 
prisoner's labor, and gets three or 
four times that value of labor. 

AS TO FAVORITISM. 

With regard to the character of the 
work done and the element of favorit- 
ism entering into its allotment, the 
report says much of the work is of a 
sort that should be done by the front- 
age, but the whole system ot improve- 
ment is faulty in that it makes no 
provision to cover the case that fre- 
quently occurs of an improvement 
Which the frontage is not willing to 
make, but which is nevertheless 
needed by the general public. There 
seems to be a reasonable effort made 
to divide the work as far as practica- 
ble among the various wards of the 


city. 

The report does not recommend the 
abolition of the chain gang, even if 
the rock pile is established and 4 
prison or stockade maintained jointly

The report then suggests that it is 
a distinct error of accounting to charge’ 
the expense of the chain gang—cef- 
tamly the expense of the teams—to 
the police department, as it is unjust.

actly how many days and hours were 
spent on each piece of work and the.
